(Currently amended) A time/location based information delivery system for providing 
information to an individual based on the individual's characteristics and/or preferences , 
comprising: 

a pluralitv of individual records, each individual record is associated with unique 
identifying information, and further, at least one of the individual records includes 
information describing that individual's characteristics and/or preferences: 

a computer system, further comprising: 

means to conmiunicate with a computer network; 

s t orage m e ans for sto r ing information r e la te d to individuals; 

means to communicate with information providers; 

input means to accept time/location information related to an individual, the 
t im e s/location time/location information having unique identifying information or 
an for that individual and information defining the location of the that individual at 
a particular time; 

means to select user specific information from the information providers based on 
the location of the individual at a particular time , and fiirther based on the 
characteristics and preferences of the individual which are stored in the individual 
record: and 
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means to communicate the user specific information to the information output 
means; 

an identification device, fiirther comprising: 

storage f o r s t oring containing unique identifying information related to a particular 
individual : 

means to transfer communicate the unique identifying information to an 
information retrieval device; and 

an information retrieval device, further comprising: 

means to detect the presence of an the identification device at a particular time and 
location; 

means to retrieve the unique identifying information fi-om the identification device; 

means to communicate the unique identifying information and the time and 
location of detection to the computer system; 

information output means, further comprising: 

means to receive the user specific information from the computer : and 

means to dis p lay output the user specific information; 

whereby an individual carrving an identification device is automaticallv identified by the 
information retrieval device and information related to that individual is transmitted to a 
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computen the computer then selects a set of information related to that individuars 
characteristics and/or preferences, informa t ion is automatically selec te d and communicat e d 
outputs it to an the output device bas e d on the location of t h e identification device at a 
s p ecific tim e. 

2. (Original) A system, as in claim 1, wherein the unique identifying information includes 
identification information and demographic/preference information. 

3. (Original) A system, as in claim 1, wherein the identification device is an RFID device. 

4. (Original) A system, as in claim 3, wherein the RFID device is encased in a credit card 
sized container. 

5. (Original) A system, as in claim 3, wherein the identification device fiirther comprises; 


at least two RFID devices; and 


each RFID device operates on a different fi-equency or band.

(Original) A system, as in claim 4, wherein the identification device further comprises; 


at least two RFID devices; and 


each RFED device operates on a different frequency or band.

(Original) A system, as in claim 1, wherein the information related to individuals includes 
information provided by an individual regarding demographic and personal preferences. 
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8. (Original) A system, as in claim 7, wherein the information related to individuals is used 
to select information provided by information providers. 

9. (Original) A system, as in claim 8, wherein the identification device is an RFID device. 

10. (Original) A system, as in claim 9, wherein the identification device further comprises; 

at least two RFID devices; and 

each RFID device operates on a different frequency or band. 

11. (Original) A system, as in claim 10, wherein the RFID device is encased in a credit card 
sized container. 

12. (Original) A system, as in claim 8, wherein the identification device is a wireless 
telephone. 

13. (Original) A system, as in claim 8, wherein the identification device is a PDA. 

14. (Original) A system, as in claim 8, wherein the identification device is a computer. 

15. (Original) A system, as in claim 1, wherein the identification device is a wireless 
telephone. 

16. (Original) A system, as in claim 1, wherein the identification device is a PDA. 

17. (Original) A system, as in claim 1, wherein the identification device is a computer. 
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18. (Currently amended) A time and location based information delivery system for providing 
information to an individual based on the individual's characteristics and/or preferences , 
comprising: 

a plurality of individual records, each individual record is associated with unique 
identifying information, and further, at least one of the individual records includes 
information describing that individual's characteristics and/or preferences: 

a computer system, further comprising: 


means to communicate with a computer network; 

s to rag e m e ans f o r s to ring inf o rmation r e lat e d to individuals; 

means to communicate with information providers; 

input means to accept time/location information related to an individual, the 
t im e s/location time/location information having unique identifying information or 
an for that individual and information defining the location of the that individual at 
a particular time; 

means to select user specific information from the information providers based on 
the location of the individual at a particular time , and further based on the 
characteristics and/or preferences of the individual which are stored in the 
individual record : and 

means to communicate the user specific information to the information output 


means; 
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an identification device, further comprising: 

storage fo r sto r ing containing unique identifying information related to a particular 
individual : 

means to transfer communicate the unique identifying information to an 
information retrieval device; and 

an information retrieval device, further comprising: 

means to detect the presence of an the identification device at a particular time and 
location; 

means to receive position information from GPS satellites; 

means to retrieve the unique identifying information from the identification device; 

means to communicate the unique identifying information, the time information, 
and the GPS satellite position information to the computer system; 

information output means, further comprising: 

means to receive the user specific information from the computer : and 

means to display output the user specific information; 

whereby an individual carrying an identification device is automatically identified bv the 
information retrieval device and information related to that individual is transmitted to a 
computer, the computer then selects a set of information related to that individual's 
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characteristics and/or preferences, inf o rmati o n is automa t ically s e l e ct e d and communica te d 
outputs it to an the output device based on the loca t ion of t he iden t ification device at a 
sp e cific tim e. 

19. (Original) A system, as in claim 18, wherein the identification device is a wireless 
telephone. 

20. (Original) A system, as in claim 19, fijrther comprising: 
display means in the wireless telephone; 

means to receive the user specific information; and 

means to display the user specific information on the display means in the wireless 
telephone. 

21 . (Original) A system, as in claim 1, fiirther comprising: 

an information provider identification device, the information provider identification 
device having information identifying a particular information provider; 

means to detect the movement information provider identification device as it moves 
through specific geographic locations, the movement of the information provider 
identification device defining a geographic area for which information fi-om the 
information provider will be distributed; 

means to distribute information provided by information providers only if an identification 
device is in a specific geographic area defined by the information provider identification 
device after the information provider has walked the area; 
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whereby an information provider can selectively determine the locations where 
information provider information can be distributed. 

22. (Original) A system, as in claim 18, further comprising: 

an information provider identification device, the information provider identification 
device having information identifying a particular information provider; 

means to detect the movement of the information provider identification device as it 
moves through specific geographic locations, the movement of the information provider 
identification device defining the perimeter of a geographic area for which information 
fi-om the information provider will be distributed; 

means to distribute information provided by information providers only if an identification 
device is in a specific geographic area defined by the information provider identification 
device after the information provider has walked the area; 

whereby an information provider can selectively determine a geographic area where 
information provider information can be distributed. 

23. (Original) A system, as in claim 12, further comprising: 

means in the computer system to direct dial the wireless telephone; 

means to output user specific information directly to the wireless telephone. 

24. (Original) A system, as in claim 15, further comprising: 

means in the computer system to direct dial the wireless telephone; 
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means to output user specific information directly to the wireless telephone. 

25. (Original) A system, as in claim 20, further comprising: 

means in the computer system to direct dial the wireless telephone; 

means to output user specific information directly to the wireless telephone. 

26. (Original) A system, as in claim 1, wherein the information output device fiirther 
comprises: 

means to detect an identification device; and 

means to initiate contact with the computer system, and download and display user 
specific information related to the identification device; 

whereby an individual can access information related to that individual by using the 
identification device to identify the individual to the computer system. 

27. (Original) A system, as in claim 18, wherein the information output device further 
comprises: 

means to detect an identification device; and 

means to initiate contact with the computer system, and download and display user 
specific information related to the identification device; 

whereby an individual can access information related to that individual by using the 
identification device to identify the individual to the computer system. 
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28. (Currently amended) A method of delivering focus e d information to an individual based 
on t im e and loca t ion the time, the location of the individual, the individual's 
characteristics, and/or the individual's preferences, including the steps of 

storing information related to individuals an individual's characteristics and/or preferences 
in an individual record : 

acquiring information from information providers; 

using an id e n t ifica t ion d e vic e to s t o re storing unique identifying information related to an 
individual in an identification device : 

using an informati o n r e tri e val d e vic e to d e t e ct an retrieving the unique identifying 
information from the identification device when the identification device is within a 
predetermined geographic area; 

t r ansfe r ring t h e uniqu e id e nti f ying informa t ion to th e info r mation r et rieval devic e ; 

transf er ring t im e /location informa t ion r e la t ed to t h e tim e and location of t h e informa t ion 
r etr i e val d e vic e wh e n t h e informa t ion re t rieval devic e is d ete ct e d; and 

selecting user specific information from information providers based on the unique 
identifying information and t he t im e and loca t ion the time/location informatio n, and the 
individual's characteristics and/or preferences information in the individual's record, and 
transmitting that information to an output device associated with the id e n t ifica t ion d e vic e 
individual : 

whereby information is automatically selected and communicated to an output device 
based on the loca t ion of t h e iden t ification d e vic e at a sp e cific t im e time and location the 
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the identification device was detected, and the individual preferences and/or characteristics 
stored in the individual record . 

29. (Original) A method, as in claim 28, including the additional step of using an RFK) device 
as the identification device. 

30. (Original) A method, as in claim 29, including the additional step of encasing the RFID 
device in a credit card shaped container, 

3 1 . (Original) A method, as in claim 29, including the additional steps of 
using at least two RFID devices; and 

operating different fi-equency or bands in each RFID device. 

32. (Original) A method, as in claim 28, including the additional step of using a wireless 
telephone as the identification device. 

33. (Original) A method, as in claim 28, including the additional step of using a PDA as the 
identification device. 

34. (Original) A method, as in claim 28, including the additional step of using a computer as 
the identification device. 

35. (Currently amended) A method of delivering t im e and loca t ion bas e d information to an 
individual based on the time, the location of the individual, the individual's characteristics, 
and/or the individual's preferences , including the steps of 
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storing information related to individuals an individuaPs characteristics and/or preferences 
in an individual record : 

detecting presence of an identifying device, the identifying device having unique 
identifying information; 

obtaining information from information providers; 

using GPS position information data to determine the location of the identifying device; 

d e t e rmining tim e /loca t ion informati o n r e la te d to an individual, th e tim e s/l o cation 
information having uniqu e id e n t i f ying information or an individual and information 
d e fining th e loca t ion o f th e individual at a particular tim e ; 

selecting user specific information from the information providers based on the loca t ion of 
th e individual a t a particular t im e , and bas e d o n th e unique id e nti f ying information time 
and location v^here the identification device vyas detected, and further based on the 
individual's characteristics and/or preferences stored in the individual's record : and 

outputting the user specific information to an output device; 

whereby information is automatically selected and communicated to an output device 
based on t h e loca t ion of t he iden t ification d e vice at a sp e cific tim e location, time, 
individual characteristics, and/or individual preferences . 

36. (Original) A method, as in claim 35, including the additional step of using a wireless 
telephone as the identification device. 
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37. (Original) A method, as in claim 35, including the additional step of using a PDA as the 
identification device. 

38. (Original) A method, as in claim 35, including the additional step of using a computer as 
the identification device. 

40. (Original) A method, as in claim 36, including the additional step of using a display in the 
wireless telephone as the output device. 

41 . (Original) A method, as in claim 35, including the additional steps of 

moving an information provider identification device which has information identifying a 
particular information provider through a geographic area; 

detecting the information provider identification device as it moves through the 
geographic area; 

defining the geographic area for which information fi-om the information provider will be 
distributed based on the movement of the information provider identification device as it 
moves through the geographic area; and 

distributing information provided by information providers only if an identification device 
is in a specific geographic area defined by the information provider identification device; 

whereby an information provider can selectively determine the locations where 
information provider information can be distributed. 

42. (Original) A method, as in claim 28, including the additional steps of 
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moving an information provider identification device which has information identifying a 
particular information provider through a geographic area; 

detecting the information provider identification device as it moves through the 
geographic area; 

defining the geographic area for which information fi-om the information provider will be 
distributed based on the movement of the information provider identification device as it 
moves through the geographic area; and 

distributing information provided by information providers only if an identification device 
is in a specific geographic area defined by the information provider identification device; 

whereby an information provider can selectively determine the locations where 
information provider information can be distributed, 

43. (Original) A method, as in claim 28, including the additional steps of 
using the output device to detect an identification device; 

initiating contact with the computer system fi-om the output device when the identification 
device is detected; and 

downloading and displaying user specific information related to the identification device; 

whereby an individual can access information related to that individual by using the 
identification device to identify the individual to the computer system. 

44. (Original) A method, as in claim 32, including the additional steps to: 
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using the output device to detect an identification device; 

initiating contact with the computer system from the output device when the identification 
device is detected; and 

downloading and displaying user specific information related to the identification device; 

whereby an individual can access information related to that individual by using the 
identification device to identify the individual to the computer system. 

45. (Original) A system, as in claim 3, wherein the RFID device is embedded in a credit card. 

46. (Original) A system, as in claim 10, wherein the RFK) device is embedded in a credit 
card- 

47. (Original) A method, as in claim 29, including the additional step of embedding the RFID 
device in a credit card. 

48. (Original) A system, as in claim 2, wherein the demographic/preference information 
includes information describing types of information the individual does or does not want 
to receive; 

whereby the individual can selectively filter received information, 

49. (Original) A system, as in claim 1, wherein the selected user specific information is 
filtered by predetermined criteria. 
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50. (Original) A system, as in claim 49, wherein the predetermined criteria used to filter 
information fi-om the information provider is based on the location of an individual, and/or 
the time that the individual is at that location. 

5 1 . (Original) A system, as in claim 50, wherein the information from the information 
provider is further fikered by the individual's personal preferences. 

52. (Original) A system, as in claim 51, wherein the individual's personal preferences are 
entered by the individual. 

53. (Original) A system, as in claim 51, wherein the individual's personal preferences are 
automatically determined based on the individual's choices, purchases and/or activities. 

54. (Original) A system, as in claim 1, wherein the information from the information provider 
is flirther fihered by the individual's personal preferences. 

55. (Original) A system, as in claim 54, wherein the individual's personal preferences are 
entered by the individual. 

56. (Original) A system, as in claim 54, wherein the individual's personal preferences are 
automatically determined based on the individual's choices, purchases and/or activities. 

57. (Original) A method, as in claim 28, including the additional step of using predetermined 
criteria to fiher the selected user specific information. 

58. (Original) A method, as in claim 57, including the additional step of using the location of 
an individual, and/or the time that the individual is at that location as the predetermined 
criteria used to filter information from the information provider. 
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59. (Original) A method, as in claim 58, including the additional step of using the individual's 
personal preferences to further filter the information fi-om the information provider. 

60. (Original) A method, as in claim 59, wherein the individual enters the individual's 
personal preferences. 

61 . (Original) A method, as in claim 59, including the additional step of automatically 
determining the individual's personal preferences based on the individual's choices, 
purchases and/or activities. 

62. (Original) A method, as in claim 28, including the additional step of using the individual's 
personal preferences to filter the information fi-om the information provider. 

63. (Original) A method, as in claim 62, v^herein the individual enters the individual's 
personal preferences. 

64. (Original) A method, as in claim 62, including the additional step of automatically 
determining the individual's personal preferences based on the individual's choices, 
purchases and/or activities. 

65. (Original) A system, as in claim 3, further comprising means to remotely update the 
unique identifying information in the identification device. 

66. (Original) A method, as in claim 29, including the additional step of remotely updating the 
unique identifying information in the identification device. 

67. (Original) A system, as in claim 1, wherein the identification device can be an RF device, 
a smart card, a near field tag, a bar code, a magnetic strip, an ultrasonic transducer or an 
infi-ared device. 
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68. (Original) A method, as in claim 28, including the additional step of using an RF device, a 
smart card, a near field tag, a bar code, a magnetic strip, an ultrasonic transducer or an 
infrared device as the identification. 

69. (Original) A system, as in claim 1, further comprising: 

a buddy list identifying related individuals for at least a first individual; 

means to detect when related individuals on the buddy list are in a predetermined location 
or area; and 

means to notify the first individual and each detected related individual of the presence of 
each other in the predetermined location. 

70. (Original) A system, as in claim 18, fiarther comprising: 

a buddy list identifying related individuals for at least a first individual; 

means to detect when related individuals on the buddy list are in a predetermined location 
or area; and 

means to notify the first individual and each detected related individual of the presence of 
each other in the predetermined location. 

71. (Original) A method, as in claim 28, including the additional steps of 
creating a buddy list identifying related individuals for at least a first individual; 
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detecting when related individuals on the buddy list are in a predetermined location or 
area; and 

notifying the first individual and each detected related individual of the presence of each 
other in the predetermined location. 

72. (Original) A system, as in claim 13, fiirther comprising: 

means to include advertisements from the information providers in the user specific 
information; and 

means to dynamically select the advertisements based on the time and/or location of the 
individual. 

73. (Original) A system, as in claim 14, further comprising: 

means to include advertisements from the information providers in the user specific 
information; and 

means to dynamically select the advertisements based on the time and/or location of the 
individual. 

74. (Original) A system, as in claim 18, further comprising: 

means to include advertisements fi^om the information providers in the user specific 
information; and 

means to dynamically select the advertisements based on the time and/or location of the 
individual. 
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75. (Original) A system, as in claim 23, further comprising: 

means to include advertisements from the information providers in the user specific 
information; and 

means to dynamically select the advertisements based on the time and/or location of the 
individual. 

76. (Original) A method, as in claim 28, mcluding the additional steps of: 

including advertisements from the information providers in the user specific information; 
and 

dynamically selecting the advertisements based on the time and/or location of the 
individual. 

77. (Original) A method, as in claim 35, including the additional steps of 

including advertisements from the information providers in the user specific information; 
and 

dynamically selecting advertisements based on the time and/or location of the individual. 

78. (Original) A system, as in claim 13, fiarther comprising means to detect the activities of an 
individual, the detected activities of the individual fiarther used as the information provided 
by the individual regarding demographic and personal preferences. 
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79. (Original) A system, as in claim 14, further comprising means to detect the activities of an 
individual, the detected activities of the individual further used as the information provided 
by the individual regarding demographic and personal preferences. 

80. (Original) A system, as in claim 18, further comprising means to detect the activities of an 
individual, the detected activities of the individual fijrther used as the information provided 
by the individual regarding demographic and personal preferences. 

81 . (Original) A system, as in claim 23, further comprising means to detect the activities of an 
individual, the detected activities of the individual further used as the information provided 
by the individual regarding demographic and personal preferences. 

82. (Original) A system, as in claim 1, further comprising means to detect the activities of an 
individual, the detected activities of the individual fiirther used as the information provided 
by the individual regarding demographic and personal preferences. 

83. (Original) A system, as in claim 8, further comprising means to detect the activities of an 
individual, the detected activities of the individual further used as the mformation provided 
by the individual regarding demographic and personal preferences. 

84. (Original) A system, as in claim 7, wherein the selected user specific information is 
filtered by predetermined criteria. 

85. (Original) A system, as in claim 84, wherein the predetermined criteria used to filter 
information from the information provider is based on the location of an individual, and/or 
the time that the individual is at that location. 


86. (Original) A system, as in claim 85, wherein the information from the information 
provider is further fihered by the individual's personal preferences. 
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87. (Original) A system, as in claim 86, wherein the individual's personal preferences are 
entered by the individual. 

88. (Original) A system, as in claim 86, w^herein the individual's personal preferences are 
automatically determined based on the individual's choices, purchases and/or activities. 

89. (Original) A system, as in claim 84, wherein the information from the information 
provider is further fihered by the individual's personal preferences. 

90. (Original) A system, as in claim 89, wherein the individual's personal preferences are 
entered by the individual. 

91. (Original) A system, as in claim 89, wherein the individual's personal preferences are 
automatically determined based on the individual's choices, purchases and/or activities. 

92. (Original) A system, as in claim 8, further comprising means to remotely update the 
unique identifying information in the identification device. 

93. (Original) A system, as in claim 1, further comprising: 

means to include advertisements from the information providers in the user specific 
information; and 

means to dynamically select the advertisements based on the location of the individual and 
the time and/or location. 

94. (Original) A system, as in claim 8, further comprising: 
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means to include advertisements from the information providers in the user specific 
information; and 

means to dynamically select the advertisements based on the location of the individual and 
the time and/or location. 

95. (Original) A system, as in claim 1, further comprising: 

means to detect when an individual is in proximity to a visual or audio output device; 

means to determine which program is being presented on the visual or audio output 
device; and 

means to use information related to the program to select user specific information to be 
presented to the individual. 

96. (Original) A system, as in claim 8, further comprising: 

means to detect when an individual is in proximity to a visual or audio output device; 

means to determine which program is being presented on the visual or audio output 
device; and 

means to use information related to the program to select user specific information to be 
presented to the individual. 

97. (Original) A system, as in claim 18, further comprising: 

means to detect when an individual is in proximity to a visual or audio output device; 
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means to determine which program is being presented on the visual or audio output 
device; and 

means to use information related to the program to select user specific information to be 
presented to the individual. 

98. (Original) A method, as in claim 28, including the additional steps of: 

detecting when an individual is in proximity to a visual or audio output device; 

determining which program is being presented on the visual or audio output device; and 


using information related to the program to select user specific information to be 
presented to the individual. 
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
